LAID TO REST 


Seven Funeral Services 
Were Held in Georgia 
Yesterday. 


Seven newly made graves in Georgia 
soil today became a perpetual marker 
to that horrible sacrifice of life Wednes- 
day morning, near Riggold, when two 
fast moving freight trains on the West- 
ern and Atlantic railway came together 
with an instant death-dealing force.

GENERAL TREPOFF . 
POWER BEHIND CZAR 


, - this moment the gaze of the en- 
A tire universe is riveted on thag 
northern empire where the bloody 
tragedy of the great revolution is slowly 
unfolding itself, and where the entire 
nation is at war against absolutism, 
Clearly silhouetted against this stormy 
background one form appears whose dark 
shadow covers the whole of this unfor- 
tunate country—that of General Demetri 
Trepoff, ex-governor general of St. 
Petersburg and chief of police. 

Trepoff comes of a very humble origin. 
His father was a: foundling who was 
brought up by a bourgeois family in 
Moscow, on whose doorstep he was dis- 
covered some eighty years ago. The namé 
Trepoff is derived from the German 
“treppe,”’ step, and “hof,”’ courtyard. Al- 
though the adopted parents of the child 
were unable to afford him even the most 
elementary education, he quickly mani- 
fested decided abilities, and started life 
as a military clerk. But at that period 
physical power was more in requisition 
than mental capacity, and Trepoff quit- 
ted the stool] for the police force. 

Little by Httle he reached the top of 
the ladder, his tuume being chiefly as- 
sociated at that time with Muravieff, 
commounly* caued in Poland “the hang- 
man.’’ At last he reached the height of 
his ambition, and was nominated chief 
of police, a post which he retained for 
nearly ten years. He knew precisely how 
to make himself indispensabie to the em-' 
pire, and yet at the same time he did not 
forget his oWn private needs, nor those 
of his numerous family. His. skill and 
cunning were unique, even in that land 
where such qualities are by no means 
rare, 

Although he commenced life without a 
farthing, he left his. family a fortune of 
some /|2,000,000 roubles, the outcome of 
bribery. But that was not all; he ob- 
tained all the most Drilllant appointments 
for his sons, and he married his five 
daughters to men of high social standing, 
zealous supporters of hjs policy. His 
daughters, on their marriage, each re- 
ceived the decoration of Maid of Honor 
to the Empress. 


Such was the father of the present Gen- 
eral Trepoff, His downfall was due to 
the fact that one day while visiting the 
military prison in the capital, he so far 
forgot himself as to strike a prisoner 
who had refused to salute him, the 


the flancee of the man, one Vera Zassou- 
litch, At the trial the girl was ao 
quitted. At that time the Russian tri- 
bunial gad not fallen under the influence 
of the pclice. Trepoff was compelled to 
quit the service, but he was still permit- 
ted to retain his title of general aide- 
de-camp to the emperor, He then de- 
voted himself entirely to hig family, 
who were united to him by the closest 
‘ponds, and died without having ever mas- 
tered the art of spelling. 

The present Genera! Trepoff, whose per- 
sonality dominates the crisis in Hussia, 
was the third son of the prefect. Edu- 
cated at the military school, he is the; 
least intelligent and the least developed 
mentally of the family, but he is eh- 
dowed with a will of iron, great tenacity 
of purpose, unlimited ambition, and a 
complete lack of conscience and 0Oof 
heart. He commenced his career in the 
Horse Guards, where he held an impor- 
tant position, showing an extraordinary 
zeal for the service and an extreme 
brutality towards his inferiors. He was! 
one of the only officers who was con- 
stantly accused of striking the soldiers, 
and it was he who revived the old cus- 
tom of flogging with the knout. 

When he quitted the regiment hig rela- 
tions with the Grand Duke Nicholas, who 
was chief of the cavalry, were strained, 
ang he accepted the post of chief of 
rolice at Moscow, under the Grand Duke 
Sergius. There, in that atmosphere of 
intrigue, cowardice, and reaction, he was 
able to thraw himself wholly into the 
destruction of the revolutionary party, 
thus gratifying his murderoug inclina- 
tions to the full. After the butchery of 
December 15, 1904, before the palace of 
the governor general,- the grand duke 
ang Trepoff were obliged 
Moscow. This was at the time when 
Prince Mirsky had almost obtained his 
desire Of establishing a constitution in 
Russia. 

* * * 

Then arose the secret government 
which hag for its object the revival of 
absolution ang bureaucracy. All the 
world knows what followed—the com- 
mencement of the terrible revolution In 
Russia. General Trepoff was then gvoy- 
ernor general of 8t. Petersburg, chief 
of police, and dictator of the empire. This 
pertoad marke the zenith of hie power. 
He organized that infamous army called 
in Russia, “The Black Hundreds.” This 
organization appeared before the terrified 
eyes of the world on the morrow follow- 
ing that radiant day when the Russian 
people had at bast succeeded in tearing 
from the clenched hand of the autocracy 
the constitution of thel7thofOctober. 

Seas of blood flowed throughout the 
land in the name of the czar. Trepoff 
was compelled to quit his official posi- 
tion, but, nevertheless, he still continued 
to be the power behind the throne, hypno- 
tising the efferor by some mysterious 
agency, and rendering him helpless to 

otow, the good that he otherwise might 
have’ accomplished. Since then it Hus 
been a desperate struggle between the 
nation and the secret government, for the 
official government counts for nothing. 

The duma, the only hope of the peopie, 
hag succeeded in revealing thig infamous 
conspiracy through Prince Qurousoff, one 
of the deputies. Aji know who are at 
the nead of the invisible government, the 
star chamber of Russia—‘‘Quartermasters 
and policemen’’ by education and devasta.

General Trepoff ig the evil power at the 
root Of Russia's downfall. He may be 
able to convince Reuter’s agents af his 
liberalism, but he cannot deceive the na- 
tion. The Russian people know his 
worth; he ig hated by all, and eagerly 
they await that day when he shall at 
last stand arraigned before .the tribunal 
of the empire. Then Jet him beware! He

union. This is declared to be true, not- 
withstanding fhe differential of 25 per 
‘cent which is allowed to be charged on 
i'marble on the Louisville and Nashville 
‘railroad between Marietta and tne. mar- 
ible quarries. 

The petition of rPesident Roberts, and 
members of the aasoctation 
made the claim that marble could be 
itransported from Vermont to certain 
‘south Georgia points at lower rates than 
‘it is possible to ship it at from the north 
‘Georgia quarries. The case was .twice 
set for a hearing by the commission and 
lpostponed at the request of the complain- 
‘ants. It. was then peremptorily set for 
September 12 and the complainants noti- 
fied, but they failed to appear, as stated. 


Boston Gets Lower Rates. 


The commission granted toe petition of 
the people of Boston, Ga., in Thomas 
for lower freight rates. The peo. 
ple of Boston asked for the same rates 
as are granted to Quitman on the one 
' side and Thomasville on the other, on 
ithe ground that Boston is similarly situ- 
ated with regard to railroad facilities. 

The railroads strenuously opposed this 
@etition and an extensive hearing: was 
gone into on Wednesday. The commis- 
sion, however, decided against the con- 
tention of the railroads and gave tae 
people of Boston the reduction asked for. 
These reductions amount to from 45 to 
30 per cent under the present rates 
charged at Boston. For instance, the 
rate on canned goods from Savannah to 
Thomasville is 30 cents. from Savannah 
to Boston, a shorter distance, 47 cents. 
The first-class rate from Atlanta to 
Thomasville is 85 cents; from Atlanta to 
Boston, $1.05, while others are in propor- 
tion. Boston now gets the same rates 
as are accorded Thomasville 

No New Station. 

Tne commiseton declined to grant the 
petition of certain patrons of the At- 
lanta and Northern railway, the electric 
line from Atlanta to Marietta, asking 
that this road be required to establish a 
station or stopping point between Ellen 
N and Chattahoochee avenue, which two 
points are about a mile and quarter 
apart. These patrons of the line wanted 
@ station declared at Hill avenue, about 
a quarter of a mile beyond Ellen N, but 
it was declined on the ground that the 
establishment of so many local stations 
would prevent the road from making 
schedule time, 


New Depot for Gainesville.

Her statement was at times dramatic, 
particularly when testifying against the 


reflections which had been made against | 
her 


her reputation. It was then that 
eyes filled with tears and intense silence 
prevaiied in the chapel of the home as 
she spoke. 

Disorder and filth prevailed everywhere 


when she took charge of the home, Mrs. | 
Reid said. 

“Never had I seen such filth before,”’ 
she said, ‘“‘as I found in the store room 
and pantries and everywhere. And I 
never stopped unti] I had it all cleaned 
up.” 

Incurred Some Enemies. 

Mrs. Reid said that naturally she in- 
curred the enmity of some of the men at 
the home in trying to do her duty. 
Sometimes she said she had to be severe 
as some of the men would come into 
the dining room drunk and act in a dis- 
orderly manner. 

“The situation was horrible at times,’ 
Mrs. Reid said. ‘‘Not one woman in five 
hundred would have stood what I had 


to go through with.”’ 

She declared that Captain Bowie, a 
former superintendent of the home, was 
incompetent. She said at times she had 
sat up with old soldiers in the hospital, 
though it was ‘not a part of her duty. 

The food given the inmates, Mrs. Reid 
said, was wholesome and good. They 
were given Fox River butter, and only 
on one or two occasions was bad meat 
sent out. She gave details of the vari- 
ous bills of fare, showing the food was 
good and plentiful. 

Mrs. Reid admitted having carried a 
pistol, because she said it was _ neces- 
sary in working with negroes in the 
kitchen. She had taken it out on one 
occasion, she said, to quel] trouble among 
them more as a “bluff” than anything 


else. 
Byes Filled With Tears. 

Mrs. Reid's eyes filled with tears gd 
her voice Shook with emotion, as she 
spoke in defense of her character and 
reputation. She told of the assassination 
of her brother in Alabama by a lunatic. 

“If I had ever had any tendency to 
be anything but an hOnorable woman,” 
she said, ‘the thought of that brother 
and my father has kept my life clean 
and above reproach. My name has been 
dragged through the newspapers as an 
immoral woman, and God knows there 
is not a word of truth in it.’ 

Mrs. Reid gave Mosely, one of the wit- 
nesseg against her, a bad name. She 
said he was inclined.to drink, used bad 
language and-.was a creator of trouble. 

Other Witnesses Heard. 

James M. Mills, an inmate of the home, 
Wag on the stand at the morning seSsion. 
He sai Rouse, Colquitt and Clark, who 
were among the complainants, had al- 
ways been gentlemen, so.far as he knew. 
He stateg the food had.not been all it 
should be, and stated that Captain 
Thompson was naturally harsh in his 
manner. Mrs. Reid, he said, wag kind 
to most of the inmates, but not to all. 
He had heard her speak harshly to 
Mosely. He gave the names of One or 
two chronic grumblerg in the home and 
said they went over to Atlanta and got 
too much Decatur street whisky in them. 

‘Some of these old men cry for sugar 
just Jike children,” hé said. When asked 
if it was always given to them, he said 
it wag when they askeq for it. 

G. W. Killian, another inmate, com- 
plained of a shortage of clothing. Mrs. 
Reid had made some mistakes and was 
sometimes too harsh with the men. Cap. 
tain Thompson, he thought, was un-

Asked about Hugh Colquitt, a former 
inmate of the home, Lieutenant Whittle 
said he was a man who had had mis- 
fortune, and was Inclined to make trouble 
and disobey the rules of the home. Mr, 
Colquitt was one of the complainants 
against the home. Of Mr. Clarke, another 
complainant, Lieutenant Whittle said he 
knew him very slightly as he had re- 
mained at the home only a ghort time,. 
going off on furloughs to work outside. 


Blind Inmate Talks. 


T. J. Milam, a blind inmate, who has 
been at the home more than three years, 
said he nad been treated better than 
some of the other inmates at the home 
because he was blind. He mentioned 
three instances in which Captain Thomp- 
son had talked roughly to inmates of the 
home, telling one of them, ‘‘Tomorrow 
you or I one will have to leave this 
home.’ But.the matter was patched up 
and neither left. On one occasion Cap- 
tain Thompson refused to let Milam go 
to town, he said, but otherwise had al- 
ways treated him well. He remembered 
once that the meat smelled very bad; but 
that was not often the case, ,

A PROCLAMATION. 


By His Excellency, Joseph M. Terrell, Governor 

of Georgia.— 
Whereas the General Assembly, at its session in | 
}°05, proposed an amendment to the constitution 
of this state, as set forth in an act approved 
August 722, 1905, to wit: 

An Act to amend the Canstitution of the State,

Section 1, Be it enacted by the General Assem 
~y That the constitution of this state be sintoied 
adding to paragraph 1, section 3. of article 8, 
the following: ‘‘The legislature shall Nave author- 
ity to add one or more additional judges of the 
superior court for any judicial circuit in this state, 
and shall have authority to regulate the manner | 
in which the judges of such circuits shall dis- | 
pose of the business thereof, and shall fix the
